Speech of the King tothe Two Houses 
of the Diet. 

GENTLEMEN OF BOTH Houses OF THE Dit: 
The term of sessions, which commences to- 
day, opens.a fruitful field of important legis- 
lative activity for you. I trust that the same 
spirit of cheerful co-operation with my gov- 
ernment, which has resulted in the success of 
the preceding terms, will animate you in your 
present councils. ‘The statement of public 
expenses will be laid before you without delay, 
Owing to the co-operation ofseveral unfavor- 
able circumstances it has become necessary to 
make an estimate fr extraordinary revenues, 
with a view to Fe, ta cover the expenses 
of the £t:te, which have béen reductd in ev- 
ery possible manner. The lasting paralysis of 
commercia! intercourse and the consequences of 
a vot very favorabie crop during tho past year, 
have not allowed the otherwise natural in- 
crease of public income to keep even pace 
with the unavoidable increase of the exigen- 
cies of the State. A noticeable deficency has 
been brought about by the reduction of cus- 
toms and other sources of revenue, resolved 
upon for National economical motives. The 
deficiency had been anticipated at the beginning 
of the present year, and propositions were 
mede to the Customs’ Parliamant which did 
not, however, make the necessary cone*ssions. 
Isincerely hope that the increase of the reve- 
nues of the Confederation itself may be ac- 
knowledged aril not refuscd again. If the 
course of events within the coming pe- 
riod justifies the ho for a general 
recovery of e and industry, exerting 
a wholesome influence over the increase 
of public revenues, we have reason to expect 
that*we will very soon be in possession of the 
means for recovering the balance between the 
regular revenue and the public expenses, and 
to provide better for the wants of the Siate 
than has been hitherto possible. In consider- 
ation of these circumstances, you will not hesi- 
tate to give your assent for the propositions of 
my government in regard to the covering of 
the budget for the ensuing year. The im- 
provement in administrative reforms has been 
the — of serious contemplation. It can 
not be intended to shake the institutions now 
existing, to which Prussia owes her prosperi- 
ty to a great extent, or to dissolve them be- 
fore other institutions promising success 
and vitality will have been created. 
in consideration of the grcater extent 
of the monarchy,; and in view of the 
general tendency in that direction, my Govern- 
ment considers it a duty graduaily to turu 
over, for independent administration, to pro- 
vincial and municipal committess such 
branches of public life as are not necessarily 
and through immediate interests of ‘the State 
linked to the guidance and care of “State au- 
thorities. As soon as these communities will 
be endowed with corresponding organs of ad- 
ministration, the Leyislature will bave to widen 
the cirele of its activity, in proportion with 
the experience to be made in each separate 
ficld of administration.

Nine Stables Fired in Three Hours by 
Unknown Parties— The Property 
Saved by the Promptitade of the Fire

RECEPTION OF THE CHINESE EMBASSY. 

Lonpon, Nov. 21—Yesterday afternoon Mr. 
Burlingame and his associate Ministers of the 
Chinese embassy were nted to Queen 
Victoria, at Windsor Castle, by Lord Stanley. 
Mr. Burlingame briefly addressed Her Majest 
in the name of the Senperee of China. e 
expressed a desire that the health and happi- 
ness of the Queen, and the people over whom 
she reigned, would be long and lasting. He 
also referred, in appropriate and feelin , 
to Sir Frederick Bruce, and spoke in the very 
highest terms of the valuable co-operation 
rendered him by the English representatives. 

In the course of his address he made a grace- 
ful allusion to the well-known friendship of 
her Majesty for the United States. Mr. Bar 
lingame then presented his letter of credence 
from the Emperor of China—rather an extca- 
sive document, beautifully incased in yellow 
satin. 

Her Majesty was evidently pleased when she 
received the document, and, addressing Mr. 
Burlingame, said she was glad to welcome tae 
first Chinese Embassy to Great Britain. Sie 
was pleased to greet Mr. Burlingame, and ex- 
pressed the belief that the object of his mis- 
sion was a step in the right direction. 

Mr. Burlingame then introduced his asso- 
clate ministers and secretary to the queen. 
The interview thronghout was marked by the 
utmost cordiality, and a magnificent lunch was 
shortly served. 

While the company was seated Lord Stanley 
took occasion to expre:s himSelf as perfectly 
in accord with Mr. Burlingame’s sentiments 
relative to China. It was true, hesaid, a cer- 
tain degree of opposition, originating in igno- 
rance of the real object of the Chinese mis- 
sion, coupled with the desire to adhere to the 
old traditional coercive policy, met Mr. Bur- 
lingame on his arrival in England; but this 
had all passed away. 

Mr. Burlingame by lis dignificd course, and 
feeling the grandeur and importance of the 
trust centided to him, had conducted himsclf 
in such a manner as to disarm opposition and 
create not only favorable impression for China 
but for the United Stetes;. for, while acting as 
the representative o/ the Emperor of China, 
his dignified bearing and progressive ideas ex- 
hibited him asa tvue type of the represeuta- 
tive American. 

Lo:d fianley then concluded by eee 
the belief that the cordial principles which are 
fast influencing the nations of the world have 
changed foes to friends. 


SOUTH AMERICA. 


LETTER FROM MINISTER WASIBURNE. 

Wasutnctoy, Noy 22.—Later and very full 
information has just becn reecived from Bue- 
pos Ayres, relative to the difficulty between 
Minister Washbuine and the Paraguayan Goy- 
ernment. As the facts became known the 
Brazilian press ceased its attacks upon Mr. 
Wasi. burne and Minister Webb. The Anlo- 
Braziiian Times warmly defends him, deciar-, 
ing that he has faithfully discharzed his duties 
under veiy tryiug circumsiancesa. A letter 
from Mr. Bliss, of the American lezation, who 
was seized on bis way Ww ihe steamer with Mr. 
Washbuine, bears testimony to the unswery- 
jag constancy with ‘which he mainisinel 
the rights of the legation. 

Other letters are published in the Rio 
Janeiro papers of the same tenor. Mr. Wash- 
byrne saysin a letter dated Buenos Ayres, 
Oct. 18th, reecived here, referriny to the pub- 
lished correspondence with Lopez: Wuen 
you consider that the men for whom I was 
fighting were clever, educated gentlemen, and 
that when = left it was like going to the 
guillotine, and toward the last it appeared that 
no exception would be made in my favor,that [ 
should probably be put to death by torture; 
that my wife aud children would be sent on 
foot to:the mountains to die of want, of expo- 
sure, you may judge something of our last two 
mouths in Paraguay. 

Though we escaped, never did persons quit 
a country with heavier hearts. We felt that 
all our friends, ali who had shown us any par- 
ticular kindness, would for that reason be put 
to death or torture by Lopez. is plan is to 
confiscate al] the property of his relatives, re- 
duce them to beggarv, and subject them to 
tonlure.

All this only shows that more troops—more 
taxes, dearer bread and beef and clothing, are 
necessary to keep down Southern self-goveru- 
ment, and to substitute Gen. Thomas’ Govern- 
ment. Thus Thomas’ ideas would increase 
the army to 250,000 men, and double the taxes 
of the Northern and Southern people—with 
the suppression of the Press (a3 hinted), 
and of writ of habeas corpus and trial by jury. 

If Gen. Thomas had only lent his influence 
to enfranchise the £0,000 whites of Tcunessee, 
as well as the negroes, and leave all to self- 


government, there would be no trouble there.

The Tennessee Concern. 

The Chicago Republican, which takes 
advantage of its distance from the scene of 
action to defend the Brownlow government 
in Tennessee, charges us with having mis- 
represented that dreadful stigma upon'the 
civilization of the period. We said that 
thousands of Union men in Tennessee are 
excluded from suffrage. The Republican 
says that this is false. We said that thou- 
sands of rebels who have turned to be 
Radicals are permitted to vote and hold 
office. The Republican says that this is 
false. We said that there was no provoca- 
tion for the organization of Brownlow’s 
militia in 1867. The Republican says there 
was. Finally we described the whole Ten- 
nessee concern as a nest of political ban- 
dits without one redeeming feature; and 
the Republican comes back upon us with 
the charge that we are writing for North- 
ern and not for Southern eyes. 

We are assuredly writing both for Nor- 
thern and for Southern eyes. The Cov- 
RIER-JOURNAL circulates largely on either 
side of the Ohio river. But our circulation 
in Tennessee is only exceeded by our cir- 
culation in Kentucky; and our Tennessee 
readers know very well, when we speak of 
the Brownlow government as a nest of 
bandits, that we are using language that is 
mild and courteous, when compared with 
its malpractices. 

In order to understand the force of what 
we have said, it is only necessary to look 
into the Tennessee franchise system. Un- 


der that system all power is practically . 


lodged in the hands of the Governor. He 
appoints one registrar for each county, 
and these registrars appoint the judges of 
election; and the terms of the tranchise 


-act are so rigid, and the opportunities for 


corruption in its execution so boundless, 
that a registrar or a judge of election may 
admit or throw out any vote he pleases. 
There is no court of appeal provided for 
the protection of applicants for certificates. 
The registrar appointed by the Governor 
is the sole arbiter of the franchise law. If a 
man applies to him for a certificate, and he 
don’t want to give it, he doesn’t give it, and 
there’s an end of it. The man has no means 
of redress. Under the act the registrar re- 
quires that the applicant for a certificate 
must not only swear that he was loyal “all 
the time,” but prove his loyalty by two wit- 
nesses whom the registrar selects himself. 
Thus, if a bona fide Union man, who is a 
Democrat, applies to one of Brownlow’s reg- 
istrars for a certificate, it is an easy matter 
for the registrar to refuse him. On the other 
hand, if an ex-rebel like Stokes or Arnell 
applies, it is an easy matter for the regis- 
trar to give him all he asks. Thousands of 
voters have been so disqualified and so 
created under the workings of this infa- 
mous system. 

But this is not all. Behind these regis- 
trars and judges of election, behind this 
franchise law, there is an act which em- 
powers the Governor to throw out the 
registration of any county in the State, if 
it does not happen to record Radical votes 
enough to carry the cbdunty. Brownlow 
has thrown out dozens of counties whose 
registrations did not suit him; and, as he 
can do this up to the very day of an elec- 
tion, it practically places in his hands the 
suffrage of every citizen. 

Four-fifths of the present rulers in Ten- 
nessee are either broken-down rebels, or 
cast-off rebels, or apostate rebels. The re- 
maining fifth is composed of negroes and 
vagrants. The Radicals know that we 
speak the truth in so classifying them. The 
people of Tennessee know that we speak 
the truth. There is no such thing as law 
there outside of Brownlow’s will; and 
Brownlow can do anything and does do 
ev from robbing citizens of the 
right to yote to robbing communities ang. 
corporations of their rights of property. 
All this may be very progressive and very 
republican under the Radical definition of 
Progress and Republicanism ; but, if it is 
not all that we have said it is, we greatly 
misconceive the spirit of our government, 
as well as the spirit of our language. 

The Chicago Republican addresses itself 
to a community very distant from Ten- 
nessee and very ignorant of Tennessee 
‘affairs. There is no reason, except that of 
common honesty, why it may not mibs- 
represent the facts in the case. But it 
must not misrepresent us, and we shall sce

During the whole of President John- 
son’s administration the Radical party has 
denied all responsibility in regard to the 
Government expenditnres. It has assumed 
the right to lay upon the i...‘ Ient and his 
cabinet the whole might and burden of 
accountability. Congress, holding under 
the Constitution the whole power of mak- 
ing pecuniary appropriations, has endeav- 
ored, not without success, to cheat, dupe, 
swindle, humbug, and rob the people, 
while pretending to make them win every- 
thing. 

The appropriation bill of the last session 
of Congress was as impudent and fraudu- 
lent a bill as ever was enacted by any leg- 
islative body. Congress deliberately, and 
with all before it, appropriated 
for the whole year’s expenses of the army, 
asum just sufficient, and known to be only 
sufficient, to pay for the first quarter. The 
deficiency, as every man who voted for the 
appropriation perfectly understood, will 
amount to treble or quadruple the appro- 
priation made, and all the additional 
fsmount must be made up at the approach- 
ing session. aR 

The last Congress, without reducing, to 
the amount of a single dollar, the vast ex- 
penses of the Government, lifted a heavy 
mass of taxes from the manufactories. The 
whole purpose of this measure was to in- 
duce that very powerful class, the manu- 
facturers, generally deemed nearly or quite 
all-powerful, to use their strength in favor 
of the election of Grant. The manufactu, 
rers, it is understood, were benefited by this 
policy to the yearly amount of two hun- 
dred millions of dollars, whilst the yearly 
revenue was reduced, by the same policy, 
to the extent of nearly a hundred millions. 
Of course the favorite class or classes 
could well afford to pay a great many mil- 
lions into the Radical corruption-fund, not 
in return for favors received, but in expec- 
tation of their continuance. 

We suppose that the true state of the 
case will be made manifest in the reports 
of the members of the cabinet to Congress 
at the coming session. We warn the na- 
tion to expect a most appalling exposition. 
The financial facts disclosed will disgust 
and frighten the public, if not drive them 
to despair. It will present a condition of 
finances which, 1f not checked, will lead to 
bankruptcy, and which, it is very highly 
probable, there may be no hope of check- 
ing or repairing. 

Congress will not reduce the national 
expenditures. Congress will not even se- 
1iously consider such a measure ; to econo- 
mize is in opposition to all its practices, 
habits, instincts, interests and impulses. 
Its first movement, when it shall find itself 
an organized body, will be to increase the 
talary of the President, the salary of 
the members of the cabinet, the 
salary of all the foreign ministers and 
consuls, and the salaries of the whole hun- 
dred and fifty thousand other office-holders 
four or five fold, upon the pretext that cur- 
rency is not worth what it once was. 

This country cannot stand, it will not 
stand, what is rather vaguely understood 
to be the Radical policy. If there are any: 
possible remedies or resorts,/it is the busi- 
ness of the Radical Congress to consider 
them and to make its selection from among 
them. The Democracy of the country has 
no responsibility as to the next four years, 
The Democracy, if ruin comes, will of 
course be involved in the general wreck, but 
it will have the consciousness of having 
made the utmost efforts to avert it.

Religious State and Prospects of the 
Country—Chances of a Cencordat. 


(Madrid (Oct. 2%) Correspondeace of the London 
Times.] 


It seems clear to me that not only in Spain, but 
in all European countries, the religious question 
requires a different solution from that mere tolera- 
tion which, to a certain extent, had been for 
many years admitted in Rome itself. Religious 
freedom must be a right not a favor. Without 
unbounded freedom of faith and worship there 
can be no other freedom, Such is the principle 
unanimously put forward by the Spanish people, 
as represented by all the Juntas which constitu- 
ted themselves as the interpreters of public 
opinion on the very outbreak of the revolutionary 
movement. I do net know how far that principle 
may be followed up to its utmost consequences; 
but I think that, without its full development, the 
whole scheme of national emancipation is likly to 
turn out a chimera, Whatever Spain is, the priests 
have made it. If Spain is to be anytbing different, 
the work of the priests must be undone; men 
must be allowed full freedom to undo the priests’ 
work. There must be not only freedom of con- 
science and freedom of worship, but freedom of 
inquiry, freedom of propagandism, freedom of 
proselytism. All creeds must rest on a footing of 
perfect equality. Spain bas sunk too low in her 
abject superstition to be saved by any such com- 
promises as have been adopted in France, Bel- 
gium or Italy. We must not be surprised if there 
are men here who cry for religious liberty as it 
exists In the United States of America, or at least 
for liberty as in England. 

Can this country bear so much light out of so 
much darkness? The Junta of Barcelona has tn- 
timated to the Archbishop that, as freedom of 
worship has been proclaimed, every religious 
ceremony out of doors must be discontinued; 
every sect and denomination must perform its 
rites within the buildings destined to its special 
uses. In Madrid and other cities the images at 
the sireet corners, with the oj] lamps dimly burn- 
ing before them night and day, are fast disappear- 
ing. It may be mere accident, but I have not for 
nearly a month met the Holy Sacrament, with 
bell and book and candle, on my way along the 
Madrid thoroughfares. It is not long since the 
tinkling of that bell used to throw a whele neigh- 
borhood into consternation, when the words 
‘Pasa Dios!’ were the signal for every man to 
get out of the way, those who tarried behind be- 
ing compelled to interrupt all business and traffic, 
to prostrate themselves on the ground, and even 
to alight from their carriages, give up their seats 
to the priests, and follow on foot. Such were, 
up to yesterday, the rights and privileges of the 
dominant church. Are we going to change all 
thai? Are Spaniards willing togive up all the 
pageantries of their processions, and the gorgeous 
trappings of the Corpus Domin#? And its the 
work of demolition this time going so far as to 
preclude all possibility of reconstruction? There 
is no doubt that the decree providing for the sup- 
pression of monastic orders is nowhere suffered 
to remain a dead letter. There are 15,000 work- 
men in the employment of the Madrid municipal- 
ity at the present moment, and few of them have 
any other task than leveling the old nesta of 
monks and nuns with the ground. The work of 
destruction is not altogether unsparing and indis- 
criminate, but it will be 80 thorough as to prevent 
the possibility of the old edifice again rising from 

its ruins, 

All this, howevar, is mere political, or, we may 
say, Qnancial revolution. The State ts hard up for 
money, and itrobe thechurch. But, although the 
mere impoverishment of the church cannot fall to 
lessen her ascendancy, still it can scarcely be 
looked upon as a severance ofthe church from the 
state; nay, it may lead to a still closer union be- 
tween the two powers, toa more helpless depend- 
ence of one on the other. In Spain, as in France 
and Italy, he who robs the church places himself 
under a necessity to feed the church. The Pope’s 
Nuncio, Monsignor Franchi, bas not left Madrid; 
he has on the contrary, called upon the Minister 
of State, and reestablished such relations with 
the Provisional Government as amount to a vir- 
tual recognition. The Pope evidently has not 
giver up all hopes of a compromise with the rey- 
olution. A Concordat with Spain, however re- 
vised, is still considered practicable no less than 
desirable, and the Provisional Government has 
not yet ventured upon the measure strongly 
recommended by the whole Liberal press—of 
stopping payment of the nine thousand dollars’ 
salary supplied by Spain to the Nuncio. Devise 
whatever bargain you please with the Pope,a 
Concordat must to some extent curtail réligious 
liberty. Political revolution should not be ac- 
compiished at the expense of*intellectual and 
moral development. We must not have liberty asin 
France, but as in England or America. Therelics 
of four saints, a present from the Pope to Queen 
Isabella, have lately landed at Barcelona. Many 
a ribaid joke has been perpetrated upon the sub- 
ject, and suggestions have been made as to the 
best means of forwarding those four wandering 
mumunies to their destination. The Pope and the 
Queen have too far presumed on the credulity of 
a benighted people, and something like disgust 
bas been the consequence; but superstition of as 
grossa natureis still rampant throughout the 
country, and the many utter sceptics and arrant 
unbelievers who style themselves ‘Liberals’ not 
only dare not attack it but actually truckle to It, 
There is not one Radical paper which would dare 
to appear without the “Madrid diary,” informing 
the falihful at what church they may “gain in- 
dulgences,’’ or which of the hundred Madonnas 
will be “at home,”’ or “‘hold her court’’ for the 
day. Mazzini placed the Pope’s state coach at the 
service of the miraculous Bambino at Rome. Now 
it may be unwise policy for a patriotic ruler to 
break down the people's idols in a period of 
transition, but it can be no partof his duty to 
belie his own convictions and to burn Incense 
in a temple which he would wish to consign to 
the flames, 


EARLIEST MANOUVRES. 
{Paris (Nov. 4) Correspondence of the London Times. } 

The partisans of Don Carlos are beginning to 
throw out feelers to test the state of public opinion 
as to the pretensions of the Prince to wrom they 
have given the title of Charles VII. A pamphlet 
called Anarchie Espagnole has appeared tn Parts. 
It is written in French by a Spaniard, and may be 
regarded, as it is probably meant to be jfregarded, 
asthe programme or manifesto of the party. The 
young man whose cause Is advocated, is Don Car- 
los,son of Don Juan,second son of the Don Carlos of 
the civil] war, according to the Salic law, the legiti- 
mate beir to the crown for which his grandfather 
carried on a sanguinary contest for seven years. 
The present representative of the family is barely 
20 years old, and, as the writer points out, is 
free from all participation in the civil war, for 
he was born eight years after It was brought to 
a close. His hands have no blood-stains upon 
them; he is bound by no contracts, has violated 
no engagement, has no treasons or atrocities to 
reproach himself witb, no deeds of vengence to 
burden his conscience; and, with such a charac- 
ter, it is the opinion of his advocates that of all 
pretenders that» may yet start up, no one can be 
more acceptable to those who would not visit the 
sins of the father on his guiltless descendant 
than Don Carlos, of Bourbon. The writer says: 

“Charles VII. would then bea true constitu- 
tional King, not by concession, but by conviction. 
King of all the Spantards, and not the King of a 
party, he has learnt that the institutions of a peo- 
ple must ever be in harmony with the state of its 
civilization, and follow at once the internal mani- 
festations of the masses and the current of exter- 
nal ideas. Don Carlos will not then arrest the 
double expression of the liberty of Spain and o 
Europe—I, because he is the man of his age; 2, 
because it was true liberty that made at another 
epoch the prosperity and the grandeur of Spain 
He will regulate Catholic unity with international 
duties. He will regulate the necessary expendi- 
ture on the possible receipts, and set, in his per- 
son, the example of the strictest economy. He 
will accept the sale of national property which 
Rome has recognized by the Concordat. He will 
maintain the liberty of the Press, which will be 
amenable only to the reguiartribanals. Don Car- 
los hag no prejudices against any, and he has to 
complain of noone. He is not the Prince of the 
past; he is the prince of the future. * * * 
Statesmen and impartial politicians will agree 
that, in order to make a choice, they must 
consider: First, the manners and traditions of the 
country; second, the bearing of each solution; 
and third, International interests. In order to 
understand the import of the solutions, we may 

lass the political parties of Spain thus: First, 
bepabticans or Democrats; second, Unionists; 
third, Progressists; fourth, Moderates, and fifth, 
Carliste or Legitimists. It is evident that the 
Republic is netther in the manners nor the tradi- 
tions of Spain, nor in the interests of France, nor 
in those of Europe. The Republican form of 
government, which France, at once intelligent 
and democratic, was not notable to maintain in 
1848, and which no other nation in Europe de- 
mands, is materially impossible not oaly in Spain, 
but foralithe Latin races. Dreamers only can 
desire it. It is odious to all the majorities of 
Europe, and its *partieans of the eve ever become 
its enemies of the morrow. We appeal for the 
truth of this statement to all French Republicans 
of good faith; and we may add that at the great 
meeting of Republicans heid on the ILlth to 
Madrid the proposition of M. Orense and his sup- 
porters was rejected.” 

Pretenders are proverbially lavish of promises, 
and one more or less will never be allowed to stand 
in the way of the attainment of so rich a prize 
as that to which their eyes are now turned. No 
country knows better than Spain that the readi- 
ness with which her Princes when in adversity 
swear to constitutious isonly equaled bythe alac- 
rity with which they violate them In prosperity.The 
great uncle of the Prince who now timidiy asks 
to be heard, took all sorts of oaths as fast asthey 
could be dictated to him, but he revenged him- 
self when he had the power on the credulons in- 
dividuals who trusted him. There ts this much 
however, to be said for his grandfather—ihat he 
never took an oath, that he refused to take an 
oath, that he denied that men had the right to 
deprive him of what heaven had bestowed upon 


“him, and that to the very last moment he spoke of 


the Spanish people, as well those who defended 
as those who resisted him, as his *‘vassals.”’

homes to form new ones under favorable circum- 
stances. Its success is foreshadowed in sales to a 
hundred and Ofty Swiss families of land amount- 
Ing to forty thousand acres, and this large and 
productive addition to its population are now en 
route for their new homes. 

This section of Tennessee, together with large 
sections of North Carolina, South Caronina and 
Northern Georgia are similar in character and 
most beautiful, its scenery unsurpassed, its valleys 
fertile, and its facilities for agriculture unecxelled. 
It ia a section to which we may eventually, and as 
soon as developed, look for immense additions to 


(he furm products of the country. Wheat, co ra, 


oats, beef, mution, pork, butter, cheese, apples, 
&c., will constitute its most remunerative pro- 
ducts, and it is only necessary that the same steps 
that are Inaugurated in East Tennessee should be 
extended throughout this section to attain a 
prompt development and a rapid settlement. 

It is not, however, simply to point out the ad- 
ventages of a section that we refer to the more 
made in this matter. It is to explain it as a policy 
and te show to patriots, North and South, that it 
affords, perhaps, the earliest solution of our sec- 
tional political troubles and dissenszions. At least 
it cannot fall to‘materially hasten and assist any 
other policy that may beinaugurated. it brings 
at Once a large, new and most important element 
inthe population to receive the consideration of 
the government and of politicians and statesmen, 
and it brings into consideration at once the “‘al- 
mighty doilar,’’ always in this country a great 
aid te emotions or principles of any kiad. If it 
is adopted not only in the section mentioned 
but throughout the South, it will make far less 
difference what the policy of Gen. Grant or the 
administration ofthe next four years may be inthe 
matter of reconstruction, as it will necessarily 
influence and curtail adverse legislation, while 
it will certainly hasten the effectsof a more 
favorable policy in the prosperity of the South. 

We point these things out specificallr, not that 
they will failto be immediately recognized as 
truths as soon as read, but because they do not 

occur to all in their greatest Strength unless their 
attention is called tothem. Here is an immense 
section of our most valuable country, now sparsely 
settled, and compelled for at least four years to 
take governmental matters as they may be pro- 
vided for them, depending alone upon moral in- 
fluence to modify them to the advancement of 
their prosperity. They will,it is true, be alded in 
this by the great Democratic party ofthe North. But 
that aid can extend no further than sincere sym- 
pathy and continued and persistent exposure of 
all wrong and injustice on the part of the oppos!- 
sition, and of the wisdom and advantages of pur- 
suing a different course. Is it not, therefore, the 
part of prudence and wisdom to aid this by a 
universal and concerted attempt to set forth the 
advantages of that section In all their variety, 
and to offer inducements to the rest of the world 
to come to them, to thickly settle their States, to 
develop their resources, and to render them at 
once populous and prosperous? All ef the males 
thus introduced this year would be voters in the 
next Presidential election, even if they came 
from Europe—and a large number could be in- 
duced to come from the North, all of whom could 
so vote. Thus a political influence would be 
gained, and it would not bea bad nor an uncon- 
trollable influence. It would be a Demorcratic 
influence, one which recognizes the merit of in- 
tellect and whose general principles have nearly 
always been those of the South. It would be a 
political influence, necessitating from the genera] 
government great consideration, and respect 
from all parties; and its politcal advantages can- 
not be over stated as an ald to the quickest set- 
tlement of all sectional dissensions. It will 
most promptiy restore self-government to 
the States, and it will be Southern interests 
that will shape and control those State govern- 
ments. 

But another and more immediate influence 
would be feltin its commercial interests. Add 
two or three millions to the Caucasian population 
—aceustomed to comfort, and calculating econo- 
miste—and they will devote themselves to 
producing what they can best produce, 
and with 11 purcacs’“* what others can 
purchase more cheap . simrts gs trade 
gives eD] loyment, increases prosperity, attracts 
others, and interests pecuniarly the entire 
country. Nostronger influence than this pecu- 
niary interest can be brought to bear on the Re- 
publican party of the North, who make money 
out of the existing state of things, but who see 
the restiessness and irritation Of the Northern 
people under their impositions. If they did but 
know it they could make far more money, and 
make it honestly, if the prosperity of the country 
were encouraged to its highest development. 
Let this be shown to them, and We know of no 
better way of so plainly manifesting it than as the 
above. 

But the other and most material influence of 
this policy would be feltat once in the South. 
It would introduce a new and economical system 
of labor, turning everything to account for the 
individual benefit, and thus completely revolu- 
tionizing for the better the wasteful system nec- 
essarily resulting from employing the labor of 
hundreds or thousands for the benefit of one. 
The thousands would be well off and comfortable, 
instead of the one immensely wealthy, and labor 
would be recognized as respectful and ennobling. 
It surely does not require argument, North or 
South, to show the material advantages of this. 
They are shown in results which would soon 
mau!fest themselves, and which cannot be denied 
—the happiness, wealth and prosperity of the 
community. 

In conclusion we would onls add that this 
policy need not interfere with any other. We re- 
gard it as the most certain, prompt and efficacious 
that could be adopted; so much so that if we were 
a Southerner we would contribute in concert with 
others half onr estate toward the formation of the 
necessary assoctation® and the offering of the 
necessary inducements. We regard it as far more 
politic and important than the cry for capital. 
This ts important and valuable, but not half as 
much 80 as skilled labor. It is almost worthless 
wtihout it, and the latter can create it. We 
weuld, therefore, urge on our Southern friends, 
whatever else they may attemptin orderto im- 
prove their condition, that they, as soon as possi- 
ble, try this, notin a hesitating manner or parsi- 
monious spirit, but in the only way to give it full 
effect and a fair trial, frankly, cordially and gen- 
erously. It will be at once responded to from the 
North, and rapidly from Europe, and tf the 
coming four years do not show better results, po- 
litical, Gnancial and social, in spite of anything 
that can be donein Washington, than the past 
four have done, we shall lose faith in human 
nature and inf undamental principles. 


OUR REPUBLICAN COURT. 


Washington ‘‘Society’’ during the 
Coming Season—‘‘High Life Below 
Stairs.’’ 

{From the Chicago Tribune, Noy. 19th.} 

We hear every day, upon the streets or among 
the ladies, the ancient assurance, “The season 
wil be unusually gay this winter.’’ It is true 
tbat a good many fine new houses are to be 
christened this winter, and that the opening era 
of an administration ts usually signalized by the 
giving Of many receptions and parties in Order 
that the new Ministers, Secretaries and others 
may make their social debut. “‘Society’’ grows 
interesting as private fortunes become consolida- 
ted and secured, and men have leisure to cultivate 
hospitality. The families best rooted here in 
these respects are not of the dominant politics, 
and it has been remarked that upto last winter 
the Democrats were more numerous and more 
capable entertainers than Republicans. In this 
way they brought over, flattered, and got under 
their influence, such Senators as Norton, Cowan, 
Doolittle, Dixon and many Representatives, who 
edged over to their side in time of crisis.Corcoran, 
the most beneficient patron of the arts, and the 
owner of the finest dwelling in the city, is classi- 
fled with the Southern element here. §0 are the 
various families of Riggs, intermarried with Bal- 
timoreans, set down as malcontents. Henry D. 
Cooke, amlable and hospitable among the gen- 
tlest, has seldom his family at home, Mrs. Oooke 
being much in Europe. His present dwelling tn 
Georgetown is a bandsome specimen of the 
Italian villa, but the residence that is now going 
up for him on the hights of Georgetown, opposite 
Oak Hill Cemetery, is expected to be the most 
elegant residence south of Jay Cooke's, at Chelton 
Hills. Jay Cooke, by the way, has instituted the 
Southern custom of interring his family dead 
upon his premises, and the new vault he has 
erected near Taconey Creek, in adeep oak and 
chestnut grove, is said to have cost $26,000. Jay 
has a telegraph connecting his country house and 
the remote stable, and it says, according to the 
hotel system, ‘“‘Saddle Miss Laura’s pony!” 
“Young Jay’s top buggy is wanted quick,”’ etc. 
In this way the practical arts, but recently myste- 
rious, and in their essences still imponderable, 
are reduced to the merest domestic uses, yet no 
surfeit of human hands remains, for machinery is 
never the displacer of man but it finds him a new 
employer. If a machine could be invented to do 
the work of practical mining, how many wretched 
miners might be relieved of their frightful sub- 
terranean labors and set upon the earth’s surface 
in the daylight. Faith inthe destiny of man be- 
lieves this possible; with nature in harness against 
itself, and man reading a book or making faces at 
the establishment over the way, the time will 
seem to have arrived which the Lrishman antici- 
pated when he said: “The golden age is brandy 
at thrippence a quart. Then Belfast gin may go 
to the divil for Tom Murphy !’ 

To continue upon Washington, the White House, 
it has been said,is to be the scene ofa military and 
civic nativity during the next administration. 
Facts will get outin some way. We have never 
had a christening or any thing antecedent to it of 
the same kind tn the White House; for, excepting 
Frank Piterce’s, the families of our Presidents 
have been absorbed in the arrival of grand- 
children, instead of hailing the second and im- 
mediate generation. You may have noticed that 
when folks get old enough to be equal to driving 
a team of States as hearty as ours, they somehow 
go out of the multiplication table and take to sub- 
traction. In some of the administrations you 
might call it subtraction. Since Washington was 
childless, a fatality seems to have attended the 
White House in this respect, and to my know!l- 
edge nobody wasever born there, abovea colt, 
in old Buck's time, Whether there be anything 


_ tn this latest State secret beyond the accidental 


and shrewd surmise of some gossip and the ready 
credulity of the American people, Ido not know. 
In some countries it might be called ominious that 
a military President should have an heirin the 
President's Palace for the frst time. Louis 
Napoleon was born in the Tuilleries, which gave 
bim occasion to say: “With the name I bear I 
must either live in the darkness of a dungeon or 
in the brightness of power.’’ Already the rebel 
sheets are poking old prophecies at Grant, The 
General is probably as good a Shaksapearian schol- 
ar as Mr. Lincoln, and he remembers the effect of 
the prophecies of certain three witches upon Mr. 
Macbeth, Mrs. Macbeth and all the other Macduffs 
and O’Rourkes. 

I was told a respectable story the other day 
about a President's lady who had been used in 
private life to do her own housework, and when 
she came in sight of the large proporiions of the 
White House, said she: 

“Bless my soul, Mr. Smith, ta that the house? 
Why we'll have to keepa gir! !"’ 

An effort is being made here this year tointro- 
duce the custom of dinners without wine, by a 
quiet, mutual understanding among the ladies. 

‘Rum is burning up this pation,” said an old 
public oficlaltome. “You can draw a belt of 
half a degree from Richmond to York, Pennsy!- 
vania, and there ts a human drougth over the 
whole surface Of it, burntas clear as a priarie 
svi th.” 

General Grant 
willisearcely wish io imitate the hospitality of 
the two Andrews, one of whom began his term 
with a “belly-washer,”’ and fn order to show that 
he wes not drunk on that occasion, he has resorted 
to the singular expedient of drinking ostensta- 
tiously ever since. 

A “drunk” de facto,to the extent of “going 
through” the foreign ministers, mistaking the 
bar of the Senate for the bar of Kirkwood’s, and 
lyipg up at Blair’s in a wet blanket, to geta 
stomach on broiled woodcock—this cannot be 
disguised to any old stagers Ike you and me and 
Andy, by jugglery with tumblers.

It is the 
flush of wine after dinner, and all its libidinous 
restlessness, which stains the fame ofthe nation 
at its capital and writes the dally mark azainst 
us a8 Obe pace nearer “‘the nations which knew 
not God.”’ 


OUR JEUNESSE DOREE. 


The Effect of a Moneyed Aristocracy on the 
Youth of the Coantry. 


(From the Round Table.] 

The influence in any community of a class ele- 
vated by reason of its wealth alone, without 
education, without culture, without liberality, and 
atoning for the absence of all these by a supera- 
bundance of the vices which ignorance and 
avarice so prolifically breed—the influence of 
such & class is not a wholesome influence. Most 
of all is it to be dreaded in a republican commu- 
nity, OF, more accurately, in a republican 
community absorbed in commercial pursuits, 
where from the very necessity of its nature social 
standards are neither many nor accurate, nor 
social lines very nicely drawn; where the ethics 
of trade eooner or later become the code of society; 
where class distinctions are apt to depend rather 
on attributes than on essentials, and where 
money very soon requires an inordinate and 
undue value as the only or, at least, the most 
apparent and effectual means of winning especial 
consideration. Wedo not need*to dwell on the 
dangers of a moneyed aristocracy, nor to multiply 
examples. It asks nO extraordinary iatelligence 
to read all around us the signs of coming storm 
in the increased vulgarization and debasement of 
society, in the growing taste fora senseless and 
tasteless extravagance, in the wide-spread cor- 
ruption and reckless profligacy that are creeping 
like ® cancer over our political institutions. 
Making all necessary allowance for the excess of 
partisan rancor, there is doubtless some founda- 
tion on either side for the incessant charges of 
fraud and bribery which our two great political 
parties are incessantly shrieking at each other; 
and to the impartial and temperate lover of his 
country the unpleasant picture affords food for 
ominous speculation. Happily, however, the 
poison ina measure provides its own antidote; 
our aristocratae some how or other seem sadly 
unable toimpart to their children any portion of 
their rude and hurtful vigor, or at most give 
them only their will -withoat their capacity for evil. 

It is herein that an aristocracy founded on 
wealth first shows its inherent weakness. Of 
course, the first study of every aristocracy is to 
perpetuate itself by having children, who shall in 
turn transmit the family name and honors as a 
precious thing to posterity. But when the name 
is one which only its gilding ennobles, and the 
honors are counted tn dollars and cents, to disap- 
pear with them, the chances that the heir to all 
this splendor will have much more reverence for 
the gold than for the glory ot his ancester. 
Birth, intellect and physical strength have each 
themselves something of intrinsic value, some- 
thing which may fairly make them the foundation 
of an aristocracy; but money is an article whose 
value weascertain enly in losing. The energy 
and skill which acquired do not necessarily de- 
scend with it, and in their absence it i# usually 
an engine of harm only to its possessor. The 
mistake most of our new rich make is in educa- 
ting their children. For education not only lifts 
them to their own notion above the 
parental level, and teaches them a dispropor- 
tionate regard for grammar and a corresponding 
contempt for the fourth commandment, under 
which the most pachydermatious of money-g¢rub- 
bers must wince, but reveals to them a thousand 
paths of luxury and expenditure, of which their 
father was contentedly ignorant. Their main 
business in life they conceive to be to get rid of 
the ancestral hoards as speedily and as profitless- 
ly as possibly, and in thisas in all other re- 
spects to manifest their pious, filial scorn by the 
widest divergence from parental precepts and 
practice. 

Politics and trade alike they eschew with a lofty 
indifference. Elections on which the fate of a 
nation hangs are interesting tO them only as fur- 
nishipg the vehicle for Innumerable bets. __Liter- 
ature they think of only to despise; fn that feeble 
chaos of sensations and memories which serves 
them for minds It Is assoctated too intimately and 
indissolubly with unkempt hair and hideous col- 
lars. Itistruethey have been through college, 
because it was the genteel thing to do and other 
fellows did it; and as nO man can poOs3ibly go 
through college without some scant crumbs of 
learning adhering te his skirts,they generally 
respect Lindley Murray, and sometimes even, in 
unwelcome assaults of very intellectual people, 
struggle to infuse into their talk a thin flavor of 
inaceura® literary reminiscence. But to do them 
justice, they try bard to repair this fault of cir 
cumstance by a thorough and accurate oblivion, 
doing better than the Bourbons by learning noth- 
ing and forgetting everything. Their midnight 
oil is wasted for other wooing than the courtship 
of the muse. Wisdom touches them lightly, and 
the only verseof Horace they take with them 
outside the college walls is Dulce eat desipere. art 
is to them an unknown iand; though they culti- 
vate the acquaintance of artists and affect the 
connoisseur, because this too Is ton. For the rest, 
they praise with an equal vehemence of ignor- 
ance Elliott’s portraits and Prang’s chromoes; and 
Bierstadtisthe same to them as Turner. But 
they are more at home tn the couliases than in the 
atelier, unless, perhaps, a pretty model gives ex- 
ercise the only real artistic sense they are ever 
conscious of. Law and medicine require some 
di gree of brains, and the army isa bore. Sothey 
generally devote themselves to the peaceful pur- 
suits of agriculture, and spend their lives and the 
parental money sowing vast quantities of wild 
oats which they sometimes reap. And as the cul- 
tivation of this particular crop requires peculiar 
soil, our gilded youth are found in many places 
where only an absorbing devotion to business 
can excuse them for venturing. Thus, a race 
seems to haye more attraction forthem than a 
sermon; and their faces and their names are more 
familiar in bar-room and billiard-ball and bagnio 
than in prayer-meeting or vestry. They are not 
pious, Indeed, and they do not pretend to be; the 
Y. M. C. A. knows them not, and the “‘governor’s”’ 
exaggerated godliness excites their liveliest 
scofing and scepticism. But they have at least 
the merit of fidelity to business; their husbandry 
is prosecuted with unremitting ardor and dili- 
gence. Inthe intervais of toil they find relaxa- 
tion from their arduous labors in the amusing 
pastime of leading society. The precise nature 
of this diversion it Is dificult to define; it seems 
to consist mainly in wearing more gorgeous ap- 
parel, more stupendous diamonds, and longer 
mustaches, in driving more and faster horses, in 
drinking champagne in public places, in dancing 
the German oftener and better, in spending more 
money more profitieassly and being more extolled 
for it in the papers than anybody else. In this in- 
spiring contest our affluent young men vie with 
an innocent eagerness quite charming to behold, 
and the summit of his ambition ts gratified of 
whom The Evening Tatler makes honorable men- 
tion for the surpassing splendor of his neck-ties 
or the peerless elegance of his imported drag. 

So life glides on with these fortunate ones to 
whom the paternal ways and the paternal am- 
bitions areunknown. In time they marry; some 
feminine leader of society, having exhausted the 
charm of that amusement, consents to bear their 
name and superintend its transmission. They 
have children, and now with them the aristocracy 
of wealth begins to be an aristocracy of birth. 
There is a certain sense of dignity in knowing 
one’s grandfather; perhaps his portrait, by Trow- 
ell, adorns the parlors of the family mansion. But 
these is even leas of his influence and authority 
in the third generation than in the second. His 
grandchildren, indeed, take a feeble interest, per- 
haps even an emasculated share, in affairs: they 
are decorously insane on most subjects and use- 
less pillars of the church. They make excellent 
foreign ministers to third-rate courts, and they 
preside with dignified imbectlity over great polit- 
ical mectings. Their names are names of weight 
in ecclesiastical conventions; their voices are 
freighted with authority in meetings of tract -as- 
sociations, but the clamorous world rolls on and 
takes no note of their shadowy respectability. 
They do not carry elections, they do not own 
legislatures, they do not make and unmake cabti- 
nets; they are too respectable and mindful of their 
grandfather, and from some far off Elysium of 
affluence and railroad monopoly and legislative 
corruption that vigorous old gentleman looks 
scorn at his degenerate descendants. 

The glory of the fathers are the children and 
the glory of a nation Is its youth.. Columbia ts 
fond of exalting her sons and prone to find good 
ip all thatis hers; but even her facility of self- 
gratulation must find it dificult to extract much 
comfort trom a youth like this. It is forbidden, 
we are told on good authority, to gatber tgs of 
thisties or grapes of thorns; let us be thankful 
that the fruits they do yield us, if innutritious, are 
et least tolerably innocuous. 


Rossini and Patti. 


Old Rossini was perhaps the most enthusi- 
acstic of Adelina Patti’s admirers. He said her 
representation of the role of Rosina, in the 

‘Barber of Seville,’’ was better than any other 
he had ever seen. When Patti was in ‘Paris 
she always visited Rossini three or four times 
aweck. She called him “papa,” and he gen- 
erally spoke of her as “sa charmant+ petite 
alouctte."’ It ia believed that the old maestro 
has composed for ber several important pieces, 
which he will bequeath to her in his will. 
With her recent marriage with one of the dis- 
sipated sprigs of the Second Empire, he was 
the wore sorely displeased, as he did not be- 
lieve in the stability of the Second Empire, and 
thought that, after ‘the overthrow of Louis Na- 
poleon, his prominent tools and courtiers 
would be exiled. He never alluded to her 
marriage when she called upon him after her 
return from her bridal trip, nor was she ac- 
companied by her husband when she visited 
him.

The Charter Convention on the Park 
Question. 


We understand that Mr. James Trabue, 
Chairman of the Committee on Public Im- 
provements, will introduce to-night a proposi- 
tion the of lands for two 
public perks, one to be located in the vicinity 
of the water-works, and contain one thousand 
acres or more, and the other at some point 
north of the Dunkirk road, but to be of a 
much smaller size. ; 

Now, we have been the advocate of two ex- 
tensive parks undertaken simultaneously, for 
fear that the expense attending the securing 
of grounds for the two, together with the cost 
of improvement, would be such that each 
would fall through and become ‘‘commons"’ 
instead of perks. No city in the world has 
two large, magnificent parks with the excep- 
tion of London, city comprising within its 
area fearly four million of souls. It has been 
the object of all our great cities to possess one 
extensive, handsome park, located on grounds 

of a topographical character.most suitable for 
the purpose desired. It is impossible to have 
a large park centrally located and cqually con- 
venient to all. But ways and means are al- 
ways devised for reaching the point.at a 
moderate expenditure of time and moncy. 
Let us pursue a policy different from that 
adopted by other cities, and a ridiculous 
failure will be the inevitable result. Enter- 
taining these views we have been an advocate 
of one park, and, without expressing any 
preference as to where it should be located, 
we trust the Charter Convention will restrict 
itself to one park, choose a good site, drive 
the best bargain it can, and pnt the city in 
possession of it as soon as practicable. 


Reinterment of the Remains of Hon. 
Willis Green. 


The remains of the late Hon. Willis Green, 
of Kentucky, have been brought here from 
Texas for reinterment in Cave Hill cemetery. 
The name of Willis Green is a part of the his- 
tory of Kentucky. For many years he stood 
among the first of Kentucky’s statesmen, Tle 
served his State in both branches of the Lezis- 
lature, was for nine years a member of the 
Federal Congress, and was Chairman of the 
National Whig Committee of 1844. 

* Til health necessitated his removal to Texas, 
where he died during the war. Kentucky 
now reclaims the remains of her illustrious 
son that they may repoae in her own bosom. 

The funerai will take place this afternoon, 
at 24 o'clock, from the residence of W. R. 
Kinney, Esq., on Walnut strect, between Fif- 
teenth and Sixteenth.

SELLING F PEWS. 


The Broadway Methodist Episcopal 

Church Excitement. 
: Those who have visited the Broadway M. 
E. Church South have doubtless been im- 
pressed with ite external beauty and the chaste 
simplicity of its internal adornments. The 
building is an ornament to the city, and the 
church its very fustly regarded as one of the 
most influential of the Methodist denomina- 
tion in the State. It numbers in its com- 
munion some of our most wealthy and influen- 
tial citizens, and its present minister, the Rev. 
Dr. Linn, as an efficient pastor and pulpit ora- 
tor long since achieved a wide and enviable 
promine: ce. 

By the recent action of the official Board of 
the Broadway church, the plan of selling the 
pews to raise money to meet the various de- 
mends »pon its exchequer was adopted. Tais 
movement has created no little stir in the 
Broadway communion, and isa topic of dis- 
cussion among Methodists generally. Free 
seats and a free gospel, ii is held, are 
among the precious jewels of the Meth- 
olist Church. “Go ye out into the 
highways and hedges and compel them to 
come in,’’ the preachers of the Methodist 
Chirch have regarded as specially addressed 
to them, and most valiantly have they per- 
formed the work; and that the poor have the 
Gospe] preached to them the Methodist Church 
has very justly regarded as its crowning glory. 
But the Methodist Church, like all other 
churches, must have moncy, and if the mem- 
bership do not come forward and pay prompt- 
iy and liberally, then the necessity to scil pews 
or the adoption of some other financia! scheme 
becomes imperative. 

For ourselves we are quite at case in our 
own, or the pew of any good man—if it is 
cushioned, so much the better—and if by sell- 
ing the pews the minister's salary is paid, the 
missionary cause advanced, Sunday schools 
furnished with books, the poor provided for, 
better than under the free pew system, it 
strikesus that no great harm is done. Due 
allowance, however, should be made for honest 
convictions. As journalists, we have no in- 
terest in this question except such as ever, good 
citizen feels who desires the harmony of ail

THE GREAT BRIDGE. 


A Walk in the Air and How it Seems. 

The greatiron bridge at the falls is every day 
becoming more and more an object of interest 
as it stretches away toward the Indiana side of 
the Ohio, and bundreds of visitors, from the 
country as well as from various quarters of the 
city, spend a leisure hour out of every twenty- 
four contemplating its magnitude and watch- 
ing the gangs of workmen as they move about 
like so many pigmies among the great timbers 
and frowning beans of massive iron. 

A rather odd circumstance about the bridge 
is; that it is in a direct linc west from the mam- 
moth Galt House, another stupendous Louis- 
ville enterprise, and, to a person standing on 
the bridge, a mile away from the great hotel, 
the sun every morning rises from behind the 
eastern wall of the immense Main street 
structure, making up a combination of art 
and nature as grand as it is nove!) and un” 
precedented. 

The bridge now extémds nearly a thousand 
feet from the Kentueky shore, and on Wednes- 
day of this weck another span will be com. 


-‘menced. A force of thirty-five men is at 


present employed on it. 

A walk out en that part of the structure 
already up is not so pleasant an excursion at 
this time of yearas one might suppose. On 
siai iipg from the little house at this end, the 
distance seems quite short, and, if the bridge 
men will permit you to pass, you feel elated at 
the prappess of a short walk at such a hight 


is why the bridge men are careful as to who 
they allow to pass them. Many have succeed- 
ed in getting the desired permission by passing 
themselves for reporters, and one of the 
bridge men whom we tried to pass yesterday 
informed us that within a week about two 
hundred persons, styling themselves reporters 
of the CouRTER-JOURNAL, had been there to vo 
out on the bridge. 

Before you reach the terminus of the last 
span, the wind comes sweeping up the river, 
nearly lifting you from your boots, and 
strikes your hat rim with a peculiar zipping 
zound, and then, sometimes,.the well-adjusted 
“tile” is lifted and flurried away to the shoals 
below, never to be seenagain. Looking down, 
the hight is a dizzy one, and the net-work of 
timber, boards, and fron does little to relieve the 
cighty feet of distance between you and the 
cold, swiff stream below. The little trestle 
work that goes out to the falls looks small 
indeed from that altitude, butis strong enough 
and is of incalculable importance in the 
weaving togetber of the ponderous 


mass that looms above it. As you 
look around, the long cross-ties that go away 


back to the shore, look very bare, and with the 
gapieg openings between them they seem to 
glimmer dizzily in the eye, and you instinct- 
ively move toward the point at which you 
bad the controversy with the bridge man. 
Setting your foot firmly with every step, you 
get beck as fast as possible, the roaring of 
the falls and the zipping of the spiteful wind 
playing you a doleful march as you go. The 
conclusion arrived at ou reaching terra firma is 
that the bridge is an exceedingly big thinz, 
but that a more comprehensive visit may be 
made it when it cets a little farther along. 

Only one accident has happened at the 
bridge within the past week. On Friday a 
horse fell from the trestle-work into the river, 
but was rescued after working his way about a 
quarter of a mile down stream. The animal 
was not severely injured, though his route had 
becn a somewhat perilous one.

The bar at the Southwest 
P33 is the greatest obstruction. This ts the deep- 
«st mouth of the river, and there ts only fifteen 
‘feet depth of water in the channel. Eighteen 
feet have been obtained temporarily by persist 2nt 
dredging; but, in -pite of all the methods hereto- 
fore applied, in the midst of the business season 
vessels attempting to get in and out of the river 
are Oiten detained for months. An instance of 
the kind occurred not long since, when fifty-two 
vesecls were detained six weeks, ata loss cati- 
mated by the Chamber of Commerce of more than 
five millions of dollars. To prevent such occur- 
rences, and to remove permanently this great 
impeciment, a plan was ores«nted tothe Academy 
of sciences, and adopted by it, after its endorse- 
ment by acommittee of able engineers, familiar 
with the pecullarities of the river. These engi- 
neers say in their report, that the plan presented 
by Professor Fontaine, at avery small expenie, 
will “effectually remove the bar at the Southw est 
Pass, and keep it permanently open,”’ and make 
tne Missisa!ppi river navigable to the larrest class 
of veseels known to commerce. They also state 
that it will remove the bars of the main river and 
its principal tributaries wherever it is applied,
